Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argued that Basham does not teach the element of receiving a dataset from an application that does not support scaling 
(Applicant's argument, Page 8). In response, it is pointed out that tape scaling is disclosed by Basham (Figure 8 and Column 14 Line 1 
through Column 1 5 Line 39). 

Applicant also argued that the present invention claims scaling in response to storage criteria while Gelb teaches selecting storage 
devices in response to storage criteria (Applicant's argument, Page 9). In response, it is pointed out that in the prior office action said 
argument has been addressed referring to Basham - not Gelb. It was pointed out that Basham does teach selecting scaling to support 
data performance (Column 3 Lines 58-61, i.e., Until the tape is filled, future may be stored by creating additional partitions as described 
above, each partition having a variable size appropriate to the amount of data stored therein.). 
Adding "exclusively" in claims 1, 7, and 15, requires further consideration and/or search. 
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
